"William  Martin  was  appointed,  by  the  president  Daniel  Wilhelm,  as 
chairman  of  the  entertaining  committee,"

THE  WILHELM- HOOVER  LINEaGE 


David  Wilhelm  was  born  September  10,  l8l3  and  died  at  the  age  of  (2  on 
April  2b ,  1888,  He  was  a  descendant  of  Frederick  Wilhe  lm,  who  according  to  the 
late  Billy  R.  Wilhelm  of  Ladiesburg,  M, iryland ,  came  to  America  from  Germany  and 
settled  at  Middletown,  Baltimore  County,  Maryland,  Wo  do  not  know  how  many  gen¬ 
erations  existed  between  Frederick  and  David  Wilhelm,  but  some  descendants  be¬ 


lieve  David  bo  bo  the  grandson, 


survey  of  the  oldest  cemeteries  in  the  area 


do  not  reveal  a  Wilhelm  who  would  bo  the  ago  of  David’s  father.  It  is  possible 
that  he  was  buried  in  a  family  burial  spot  on  the  farm.  Frederick’s  first  wife 
was  German,  but  we  do  not  know  whether  they  were  married  in  Germany  or  in  America. 
After  her  death  he  married  an  Irish  woman  and  it  is  said  that  the  two  groups  of 
children  of  these  marriages  seemed  to  have  been  in  perpetual  disagreement,  with 
the  result  that  one  group  (perhaps  the  first)  moved  to  the  Black  Rock  or  White 
House  area  in  Baltimore  County.  Records  to  prove  the  marriages  were  located  at 
Stiltz  Church  in  Stilt?.,  Pennsylvania,  where  they  were  destroyed  by  fire  some¬ 
time  ago.  David  is  believed  to  have  had  a  brother,  George,  As  Susan  Wilhelm  Cox, 
daughter  of  David,  visited  her  son  Kearney  and  his  family  at  Mi ,  Carmel,  near 
White  House,  she  would  often  look  across  the  fields  to  a  house  owned  by  Hr.  Jacob 
Turribaugh  and  reflect,  ’’That  looks  like  Uncle  George  Wilhelm’s  house,”  Kearney’s 
wife.  May  Thompson  Cox  can  well  remember  hearing  her  mother-in-law  making  this 
statement.  It  seems  reasonable  then  to  assume  that  David  had  at  least  one.  brot aer

To  reach  David’s  homo  at  Black  Rock  one  would  travel  north  oh  Falls 
Road  from  the  crossroads  at  Black  Rock,  turn  right  at  the  first  lane,  proceed 
first  up  a  hill  and  then  down  a  long  winding  lane  to  the  house.  A  log  house 
once  stood  by  the  spring.  In  1837,  at  the  age  of  8-2,  David  began  work  on  the 
three-story  basemented  house  which  he  built  against  the  hill  near  the  spring.

He  thought  that  she 
was  about  at  the  time  of  her  visits.  He  was  impressed  with  the  honesty 
and  frankness  of  her  opinions  and  with  her  fine  character.  During  her  stay 
George  recalled  that  a  very  large  package  was  delivered  to  his  sister,  Stella 
The  delivery  man  said  as  he  left  the  box  at  the  door,  ”A  case  for  Miss  Bowen, 
to  which  Grandma  Margaret  promptly  replied,  "She  doesn’t  have  time  to  go  to 
court'"  Margaret  often  visited  her  daughter  Susan  Cox  and  her  family  as  the 
Cox  home  was  within  walking  distance,  Della,  Susan’s  daughter  remembers,

illness.  In  an  interview,  Peter  Wilhelm,  another  grandson,  says,  "Our  mother 
called  us  into  the  room  at  night.  Our  grandmother  was  dying,"

The  following  account  from  History  of  Mayor  of  Canton,  Illinois  Lawrence 
Wilhelm,  gives  an  account  of  John  Henry  Wilhelm’ s  life;  "In  young  manhood 
John  H.  Wilhelm  left  Maryland,  where  his  ancestors  of  German  birth  had 
settled,  and  came  as  far  west  as  Richmond,  Indiana  and  from  there  he  enlists 
for  service  in  the  war  between  the  states,  in  the  Nineteenth  Indiana  Calvary 
Injured  by  his  horse  falling  on  him,  when  shot  on  the  battlefield,  he  never 
fully  recovered.  After  the  close  of  the  war,  ho  worked  as  a  hired  man  near 
Middleboro,  Indiana,  and  in  a  ston  quarry  as  a  limemaker  and  at  other  tasks 
After  his  marriage  he  moved  to  a  farm  near  Middleboro,  Indiana  and  remained 
on  it  for  two  years,  going  then  into  Jay  County,  Indiana  and  was  engaged  in 
farming  on  a  tract  of  land  near  Portland  that  alternated  swamp  and  timber 
land  and  was  difficult  to  handle*  ..."
